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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Examiner maintains that Meik, as stated within the 
previous communication, teaches a "search engine component that performs all of the duties of classification and categorization. As 
stated, "herein, all steps are executed for a contents-related classification and categorization of the documents, and the results of this 
categorization (the so-called "extracts") are permanently stored in a database". Also stated, "Nevertheless, the modular architecture of the 
novel search engine according to the preferred embodiment of the underlying invention is specially equipped for being employed in this field 
of application. As can be taken from FIG. 12, each document which shall be analyzed, is first submitted to a so-called filtering module" pp 
[0160]), the structural constraints define the permissible parent-child relationship between the various node types and wherein a plurality of 
applications access the software components (see paragraph [0052], [0258], [0262]; e.g., parent-child relationship involving nodes) Parent- 
child releationships clearly illustrate structural constraints. The reference of Do teaches of Axiomatic design tools that interact with software 
components and manipulate objects into a desired shape or format. They allow a user to populate an axiomatic design equation to 
determine coupling between elements of a previously developed software system, equivalent to Applicant's teachings of "a plurality of 
software components shared by unrelated software design tools..." Gargi et al teaching of clusters, meta data and hierarchy is equivalent 
to Applicant's teaching of hierarchy, class and constraints. In combination, these references clearly read on the teachings provided by 
Applicant Examiner maintains rejection. 
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
